TERMS — The terms of this sale are cash. All settlements must be 
made with the Clerk of the Sale immediately at the conclusion of the 


auction and before animals are removed. 


GUARANTEE — All animals selling as a separate lot in this sale are 
guaranteed to be breeders regardless of age at time of purchase, except 
that bulls shall not be allowed to serve when under 14 months of age or 
allowed to run with the herd when under 20 months of age. Notice of fail- 
ure of a bull to breed must be given to the owners of the respective farms 
at the earliest possible date. When a bull or female fails to comply with the 
guarantee both Glatwyn and Richwood will have the option of substituting 
an animal of equal value to the satisfaction of the purchaser, or having 
the animal returned for a trial period of not to exceed 6 months. The ex- 
pense of freight in such cases is to be paid by the seller. If the animal is 
then proven to be a breeder beyond doubt it shall be returned to the pur- 
chaser at his expense. In case of dispute the return of the full purchase 
price, without interest, to the buyer will be considered full settlement and 
satisfaction of all claims. No charge for feed or maintenance shall be made 
by either buyer or seller. Salvage shall go to the seller. It shall be under- 
stood that the same guarantee given for the first animal shall likewise 
apply to any animal later substituted. 


REGISTRATION CERTIFICATES — Certificates of registry and trans- 
fer will be furnished with each animal sold.
